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HISTORICAL  SKETCH. 


N  October,  1829,  the  Synod  of  Indiana,  com- 
prising at  that  time  the  States  of  Indiana, 
Illinois  and  Missouri,  resolved  to  adopt  Han- 
over Academy  (since  1833  Hanover  Col- 
lege) "as  a  synodical  school,  provided  the 
trustees  of  the  same  will  permit  the  synod  to  establish  a 
theological  department  and  appoint  the  theological  pro- 
fessors." This  condition  was  agreed  upon  and  the  synod 
proceeded  to  elect  the  Rev.  John  Matthews,  of  Virginia, 
as  professor,  and  the  theological  department  was  opened 
in  1830.  For  the  next  ten  years  it  was  maintained  as  a 
branch  of  Hanover  College,  but  was  commonly  called  the 
Indiana  Theological  Seminary.  It  was  then  removed  to 
New  Albany,  Indiana,  and  carried  on  under  the  name  of 
the  New  Albany  Theological  Seminary  until  1857.  In 
1858  the  control  of  the  Seminary  was  transferred  to  the 
General  Assembly.  At  the  same  time  it  was  reorganized 
and,  upon  offer  of  endowment  by  Cyrus  H.  McCormick, 
removed  in  1859  to  Chicago  and  re-established  under  the 
name  of  the  Presbyterian  Theological  Seminary  of  the 
Northwest.  Under  this  name  it  continued  until  1886.  By 
concurrent  acts  of  the  Seminary  Boards  and  the  General 
Assembly  of  1886,  in  recognition  of  the  support  and  en- 
dowment given  by  Mr.  McCormick,  the  name  was 
changed  to  "The  McCormick  Theological  Seminary  of 
the  Presbvterian  Church  in  the  U.  S.  A." 
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THE  OBJECT  OF  THE  SEMINARY 

AS  DEFINED  IN  ITS  CONSTITUTION. 


HE  object  of  the  Seminary  "is  to  instruct 
candidates  for  the  Gospel  ministry  in  the 
knowledge  of  the  Word  of  God,  contained 
in  the  Scripture  of  the  Old  and  New  Testa- 
ments, the  only  supreme  and  infallible  rule 
of  faith  and  life,  and  of  the  doctrine,  order  and  institutes 
of  worship  taught  in  the  Scriptures,  and  summarily  ex- 
hibited in  the  Constitution  of  the  Presbyterian  Church 
in  the  United  States  of  America;  to  cherish  in  them,  by 
all  the  means  of  Divine  appointment,  the  life  of  true  god- 
liness ;  to  cultivate  in  them  the  gifts  which  Christ,  the 
Head  of  the  Church,  by  His  Spirit,  confers  upon  those 
whom  He  calls  to  the  ministry;  and  to  impart  to  them, 
so  far  as  may  be,  the  various  learning  by  which  they  may 
be  furnished  for  its  work,  to  the  end  that  there  may  be 
trained  up  a  succession  of  able,  faithful  and  godly  min- 
isters of  the  Divine  Word  of  God,  as  the  chief  agency 
under  God,  who  ordained  the  Church  for  the  gathering 
and  perfecting  of  the  saints  in  this  life  to  the  end  of  the 
world," 


TERMS  OF  ADMISSION. 

The  seminary  is  open  to  students  of  all  denominations 
of  Christians.  Its  object  is  the  thorough  training  of 
young  men  for  the  ministry  of  the  Gospel.  The  requi- 
sites of  admission  are  a  consistent  Christian  profession  in 
connection  with  some  evangelical  church,  and  a  regular 
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course  of  collegiate  study.  Where  a  full  collegiate  course 
has  not  been  pursued,  a  special  recommendation  is  re- 
quired from  some  presbytery,  in  such  case,  however,  stu- 
dents are  admitted  on  probation,  at  least  for  the  first  half 
year.  Each  student  should  bring  a  letter  of  church 
standing  from  his  pastor  or  session,  and  also  his  college 
diploma  or  other  testimonial  of  scholarship.  When  stu- 
dents come  from  other  Theological  Seminaries  they  must 
bring  evidence  of  an  honorable  dismission.  Testimonials 
should  be  furnished  on  application  for  admission. 

In  order  to  matriculate  each  applicant  for  admission  is 
required  by  the  Constitution  of  the  Seminary  (Art.  III., 
Sec.  2)  to  subscribe  the  following  engagement : 

"I  do  solemnly  promise  that  I  will  diligently  and  faith- 
fully attend  on  all  instructions  and  exercises  of  this  Sem- 
inary ;  observe  all  rules  of  conduct  relating  to  students ; 
obey  the  lawful  requisitions,  and  respect  the  admonitions 
of  the  professors  and  of  the  Board  of  Directors,  while  I 
shall  continue  a  student  in  this  institution." 

Punctual  attendance  on  all  exercises  is  required. 

Though  an  elementary  knowledge  of  Hebrew  is  no\ 
essential  to  admission,  students  are,  nevertheless,  ear- 
nestly recommended  to  obtain  such  elementary  knowl- 
edge before  entering  the  Seminary.  Those  coming  from 
institutions  where  Hebrew  is  not  taught,  will  find  it  to 
their  advantage  to  obtain  instruction  by  correspondence, 
or  at  some  summer  school.  For  particulars,  address 
either  of  the  professors  of  this  department. 
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THE  COURSE  OF  STUDY. 


NSTRUCTION  is  given  in  the  Seminary  in 
all  the  branches  of  theology.  The  course 
extends  over  three  years.  Each  session  is 
thirty-two  weeks  in  length,  is  divided  into 
two  terms,  and  ends  the  first  Thursday  in 

May.     The  subjects  comprised  in  the  theological  course 

are  arranged  in  departments,  as  follows : 


DEPARTMENT    OF   EXEGETICAL   THEOLOGY. 
Professors  Marquis,  Carrier,  Robinson  and  Dickey. 


HEBREW    AND    COGNATE    LANGUAGES. 

This  department  is  concerned  first  with  instruction  in 
the  elements  of  Hebrew.  The  grammar  and  syntax  of 
the  language  are  studied  in  connection  with  passages 
from  the  historical  books  of  the  Old  Testament,  special 
emphasis  being  laid  on  the  acquisition  of  a  working 
vocabulary.  Classes  in  other  Semitic  languages  will  be 
organized,  when  desired  by  a  sufficient  number.  To  such 
classes  are  offered  courses  in  the  Assyrian,  Arabic  and 
Ethiopic  languages,  or  in  the  Septuagint,  the  Peshitta, 
the  Targums  and  other  ancient  versions  of  the  Old  Tes- 
tament. 

HEBREW    ENTRANCE   PRIZES. 

Two  prizes  of  $100  and  $50,  respectively  are  offered 
for  the  best  entrance  examinations  in  Hebrew.  Com- 
peting students  will  be  examined  on  the  first  twenty-five 
lessons   in  Harper's   Manual.     Those  presenting  them- 


solves  for  this  examination    will    recite    throughout    the 

year  in  a  section  by  themselves.  During-  the  second 
term  the  electives  above  mentioned,  with  others,  are  open 
to  them  or  advanced  work  in  Hebrew  grammar  and 
exegesis.  Special  courses  in  Hebrew  and  the  Cognate 
Languages  are  open  during  the  remainder  of  the  course 
to  those  who  take  advanced  work  in  Junior  year. 

OLD   TESTAMENT    LITERATURE   AND   EXEGESIS. 

The  aim  in  this  department  is  to  familiarize  the  stu- 
dents with  the  contents,  style,  literary  characteristics  and 
historical  setting  of  the  books  of  the  Old  Testament; 
also  to  train  in  methods  of  interpretation  and  original 
investigation.  Lectures  are  given  to  the  Junior  class 
on  the  Canon  and  Text  of  the  Old  Testament.  Exegeti- 
cal  work  is  required  from  both  the  Middle  and  Senior 
classes.  Special  attention  is  given  to  the  literary  and 
historical  criticism  of  the  Pentateuch  in  the  Middle  year, 
and  advanced  elective  work  in  the  same  field  is  offered  to 
students  in  the  Senior  Class.  Through  the  electives  in 
Special  Introduction  open  to  the  Middle  and  Senior 
classes,  the  department  aims  to  cover  the  entire  field  of 
the  Old  Testament  during  the  undergraduate  course  of 
any  one  class. 

NEW    TESTAMENT    LITERATURE    AND    EXEGESIS. 

Instruction  in  this  department  begins  with  a  course  of 
lectures  on  inspiration,  the  canon,  the  text  and  the  his- 
tory of  the  New  Testament  books,  including  instruction 
in  the  principles,  facts  and  methods  of  textual  criticism. 

The  Gospels  are  studied  by  the  exegesis  of  such 
selected  portions  as  will  present,  in  orderly  sequence, 
the  events  which  constitute  the  Life  of  Christ.  The 
Epistles  are  studied  with  special  regard  to  their  historic 
setting,  as  well  as  their  contents. 


Lectures  on  introduction  and  special  interpretation 
are  frequent  throughout  the  course.  Exegesis  by  oral 
recitation  is  varied,  as  occasion  may  require,  by  the 
assignment  of  selected  passages  for  written  exegesis. 

In  order  to  profit  by  the  instruction  of  this  department 
the  student  should  enter  the  class  with  a  knowledge  of 
the  Greek  language,  sufficient  to  enable  him  to  read  the 
Greek  New  Testament  with  ease. 


DEPARTMENT    OF    HISTORICAL    THEOLOGY. 
Professor  Zenos. 

BIBIJCAL  THEOLOGY.* 

In  the  Junior  year  the  foundations  are  laid  for  the 
study  of  Biblical  Theology  in  a  thorough  course  of  Bible 
History.  The  revised  version  of  the  English  Bible  is 
used  as  a  text  book,  with  constant  reference  to  the  light 
thrown  on  the  history  recorded  in  the  Bible  by  extra- 
Biblical  researches  and  critical  studies. 

With  the  study  of  Old  Testament  history  is  combined 
an  analytic  study  of  all  the  historical  books  of  the  Old 
Testament  and  the  student  acquires  a  thorough  knowl- 
edge of  the  English  Bible  to  that  extent. 

In  the  Middle  year  Old  Testament  Theology  is  taken 
up  in  lectures,  with  constant  reference  to  the  most  recent 
discussions  in  this  field. 

With  the  study  of  Old  Testament  Theology  is  combined 
during  this  year  the  analytic  examination  of  the 
prophetical  and  poetical  books  and  the  student  thus  com- 
pletes his  study  of  the  English  Bible  as  far  as  the  end  of 
the  Old  Testament. 


*The  work  of  the  Old  Testament  branch  of  this  department  is  for  the 
present  under  the  care  of  the  department  of  Old  Testament,  Exegesis  and 
Literature. 


In  the  Senior  year  the  special  topic  of  study  is  the 
New  Testament  Theology,  as  presented  in  the  Teach- 
ings; of  Jesus,  the  Pauline  theology,  the  early  Jewish 
Christian  and  Johannine  theologies  and  the  theology  of 
the  Epistle  to  the  Hebrews. 

An  elective  in  this  department  open  to  the  Senior  and 
Middle  classes — The  Bible  and  Social  Problems — is  de- 
signed to  give  an  introductory  knowledge  of  what  is 
sometimes  termed  Biblical  Sociology.  The  effort  is 
made  to  investigate  prevailing  theories  on  social  ques- 
tions as  well  as  the  Biblical  data  in  each  case. 

ECCLESIASTICAL  HISTORY. 

The  aim  of  this  department  is  to  give  a  general  but 
thorough  knowledge  of  the  whole  field  of  Church  his- 
tory, to  arouse  a  real  interest  in  historic  studies  and  to 
deeply  impress  the  important  epochs  of  the  Church's  life 
upon  the  mind  of  the  student. 

The  Junior  Class  begins  with  Apostolic  History  and 
is  carried  forward  through  the  History  of  the  Ancient 
Church  to  A.  D.  590. 

The  Middle  Class  deals  with  the  period  between  A.  D. 
590  and  1648,  devoting  special  attention  to  the  History  of 
the  Reformation. 

The  Senior  Class  is  engaged  with  the  study  of  modern 
church  history  from  A.  D.  1648  to  the  present  time,  with 
special  reference  to  the  history  of  American  Christianity 
and  of  Modern  Missions. 

Electives  are  offered  in  historical  studies  in  the  Acts 
and  in  the  history  of  Christian  doctrine.

obey  the  lawful  requisitions,  and  respect  the  admonitions 
of  the  professors  and  of  the  Board  of  Directors,  while  I 
shall  continue  a  student  in  this  institution." 

Punctual  attendance  on  all  exercises  is  required. 

Though  an  elementary  knowledge  of  Hebrew  is  noA 
essential  to  admission,  students  are,  nevertheless,  ear- 
nestly recommended  to  obtain  such  elementary  knowl- 
edge before  entering  the  Seminary.  Those  coming  from 
institutions  where  Hebrew  is  not  taught,  will  find  it  to 
their  advantage  to  obtain  instruction  by  correspondence, 
or  at  some  summer  school.  For  particulars,  address 
either  of  the  professors  of  this  department. 


THE  COURSE  OF  STUDY. 


NSTRUCTION  is  given  in  the  Seminary  in 
all  the  branches  of  theology.  The  course 
extends  over  three  years.  Each  session  is 
thirty-two  weeks  in  length,  is  divided  into 
two  terms,  and  ends  the  first  Thursday  in 

May.     The  subjects  comprised  in  the  theological  course 

are  arranged  in  departments,  as  follows : 


DEPARTMENT    OF   EXEGETICAL   THEOLOGY. 
Professors  Marquis,  Carrier,  Robinson  and  Dickey. 


HEBREW    AND    COGNATE    LANGUAGES. 

This  department  is  concerned  first  with  instruction  in 
the  elements  of  Hebrew.  The  grammar  and  syntax  of 
the  language  are  studied  in  connection  with  passages 
from  the  historical  books  of  the  Old  Testament,  special 
emphasis  being  laid  on  the  acquisition  of  a  wprking 
vocabulary.  Classes  in  other  Semitic  languages  will  be 
organized,  when  desired  by  a  sufficient  number.  To  such 
classes  are  offered  courses  in  the  Assyrian,  Arabic  and 
Ethiopic  languages,  or  in  the  Septuagint,  the  Peshitta, 
the  Targums  and  other  ancient  versions  of  the  Old  Tes- 
tament. 

HEBREW    ENTRANCE   PRIZES. 

Two  prizes  of  $100  and  $50,  respectively  are  offered 
for  the  best  entrance  examinations  in  Hebrew.  Com- 
peting students  will  be  examined  on  the  first  twenty-five 
lessons   in  Harper's   Manual.     Those  presenting  them- 


selves  for  this  examination  will  recite  throughout  the 
year  in  a  section  by  themselves.  During-  the  second 
term  the  electives  above  mentioned,  with  others,  are  open 
to  them  or  advanced  work  in  Hebrew  grammar  and 
exegesis.  Special  courses  in  Hebrew  and  the  Cognate 
Languages  are  open  during  the  remainder  of  the  course 
to  those  who  take  advanced  work  in  Junior  year. 

OLD   TESTAMENT   LITERATURE  AND   EXEGESIS. 

The  aim  in  this  department  is  to  familiarize  the  stu- 
dents with  the  contents,  style,  literary  characteristics  and 
historical  setting  of  the  books  of  the  Old  Testament; 
also  to  train  in  methods  of  interpretation  and  original 
investigation.  Lectures  are  given  to  the  Junior  class 
on  the  Canon  and  Text  of  the  Old  Testament.  Exegeti- 
cal  work  is  required  from  both  the  Middle  and  Senior 
classes.  Special  attention  is  given  to  the  literary  and 
historical  criticism  of  the  Pentateuch  in  the  Middle  year, 
and  advanced  elective  work  in  the  same  field  is  offered  to 
students  in  the  Senior  Class.  Through  the  electives  in 
Special  Introduction  open  to  the  Middle  and  Senior 
classes,  the  department  aims  to  cover  the  entire  field  of 
the  Old  Testament  during  the  undergraduate  course  of 
any  one  class. 

NEW    TESTAMENT    LITERATURE    AND    EXEGESIS. 

Instruction  in  this  department  begins  with  a  course  of 
lectures  on  inspiration,  the  canon,  the  text  and  the  his- 
tory of  the  New  Testament  books,  including  instruction 
in  the  principles,  facts  and  methods  of  textual  criticism. 

The  Gospels  are  studied  by  the  exegesis  of  such 
selected  portions  as  will  present,  in  orderly  sequence, 
the  events  which  constitute  the  Life  of  Christ.  The 
Epistles  are  studied  with  special  regard  to  their  historic 
setting,  as  well  as  their  contents. 
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Lectures  on  introduction  and  special  interpretation 
are  frequent  throughout  the  course.  Exegesis  by  oral 
recitation  is  varied,  as  occasion  may  require,  by  the 
assignment  of  selected  passages  for  written  exegesis. 

In  order  to  profit  by  the  instruction  of  this  department 
the  student  should  enter  the  class  with  a  knowledge  of 
the  Greek  language,  sufficient  to  enable  him  to  read  the 
Greek  New  Testament  with  ease. 


DEPARTMENT    OF    HISTORICAL    THEOLOGY. 
Professor  Zenos. 

BIBUCAI,  THEOLOGY.* 

In  the  Junior  year  the  foundations  are  laid  for  the 
study  of  Biblical  Theology  in  a  thorough  course  of  Bible 
History.  The  revised  version  of  the  English  Bible  is 
used  as  a  text  book,  with  constant  reference  to  the  light 
thrown  on  the  history  recorded  in  the  Bible  by  extra- 
Biblical  researches  and  critical  studies. 

With  the  study  of  Old  Testament  history  is  combined 
an  analytic  study  of  all  the  historical  books  of  the  Old 
Testament  and  the  student  acquires  a  thorough  knowl- 
edge of  the  English  Bible  to  that  extent. 

In  the  Middle  year  Old  Testament  Theology  is  taken 
up  in  lectures,  with  constant  reference  to  the  most  recent 
discussions  in  this  field. 

With  the  study  of  Old  Testament  Theology  is  combined 
during  this  year  the  analytic  examination  of  the 
prophetical  and  poetical  books  and  the  student  thus  com- 
pletes his  study  of  the  English  Bible  as  far  as  the  end  of 
the  Old  Testament. 


*The  work  of  the  Old  Testament  branch  of  this  department  is  for  the 
present  under  the  care  of  the  department  of  Old  Testament,  Exegesis  and 
Literature. 


In  the  Senior  year  the  special  topic  of  study  is  the 
New  'Testament  Theology,  as  presented  in  the  Teach- 
ings of  Jesus,  the  Pauline  theology,  the  early  Jewish 
Christian  and  Johannine  theologies  and  the  theology  of 
the  Epistle  to  the  Hebrews. 

An  elective  in  this  department  open  to  the  Senior  and 
Middle  classes — The  Bible  and  Social  Problems — is  de- 
signed to  give  an  introductory  knowledge  of  what  is 
sometimes  termed  Biblical  Sociology.  The  effort  is 
made  to  investigate  prevailing  theories  on  social  ques- 
tions as  well  as  the  Biblical  data  in  each  case. 

ECCLESIASTICAL  HISTORY. 

The  aim  of  this  department  is  to  give  a  general  but 
thorough  knowledge  of  the  whole  field  of  Church  his- 
tory, to  arouse  a  real  interest  in  historic  studies  and  to 
deeply  impress  the  important  epochs  of  the  Church's  life 
upon  the  mind  of  the  student. 

The  Junior  Class  begins  with  Apostolic  History  and 
is  carried  forward  through  the  History  of  the  Ancient 
Church  to  A.  D.  590. 

The  Middle  Class  deals  with  the  period  between  A.  D. 
590  and  1648,  devoting  special  attention  to  the  History  of 
the  Reformation. 

The  Senior  Class  is  engaged  with  the  study  of  modern 
church  history  from  A.  D.  1648  to  the  present  time,  with 
special  reference  to  the  history  of  American  Christianity 
and  of  Modern  Missions. 

Electives  are  offered  in  historical  studies  in  the  Acts 
and  in  the  history  of  Christian  doctrine. 
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a  committee  appointed  by  the  Board  of  Directors,  to 
whom  also  the  results  of  the  written  examinations  are 
submitted.  Students  failing  to  pass  these  examinations 
are  conditioned  and  cannot  continue  as  full  regular  stu- 
dents unless  such  conditions  are  made  up  within  two 
weeks  after  the  beginning  of  the  following  session.  Stu- 
dents who  fail  in  four  studies  at  the  annual  examinations 
are  required  to  take  the  whole  year's  work  with  the  next 
class.  Members  of  the  Senior  class  failing  will  not  be 
graduated. 

SUPERVISION. 

The  students  are  under  the  immediate  supervision  of 
the  Faculty,  whose  duty  it  is  to  have  a  care  over  their 
habits  and  their  brotherly  fellowship,  and  encourage  them 
to  a  high  degree  of  personal  holiness  as  an  essential 
qualification  for  usefulness  in  the  Christian  ministry. 
Each  student  is,  however,  placed  upon  the  footing  of  sa- 
cred honor,  treated  with  all  confidence  and  affection,  and 
led  to  cherish  a  Christian  manliness,  and  cultivate,  by  his 
own  efforts,  a  true  and  active  godliness. 

RELIGIOUS  LIFE. 

The  Seminary  is  organized  into  a  Young  Men's 
Christian  Association,  embracing  in  its  membership  all 
the  professors  and  students,  and  having  for  its  aim  the 
development  of  spiritual  life  and  the  promotion  of  inter- 
est in  and  consecration  to  the  cause  of  missions — city, 
home  and  foreign.  Among  some  of  the  means  employed 
are:  A  daily  meeting  of  professors  and  students  in  the 
chapel  for  prayer;  a  special  meeting  for  conference  and 
prayer  each  week,  led  by  members  of  the  Faculty  in  turn, 
the  first  meeting  of  each  month  being  devoted  to  missions 
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and  general  and  class  prayer  and  missionary  meetings  by 
the  students  alone.  Under  the  direction  of  a  special  com- 
mittee, students  engage  in  those  lines  of  mission  work, 
for  which  a  large  city  like  Chicago  offers  exceptional  op- 
portunities. Four  organized  bands  carry  on  evangelistic 
and  pastoral  work  in  the  different  parts  of  the  city. 
Prominent  speakers  are  invited  from  time  to  time  to  ad- 
dress the  students  on  some  phase  of  missionary  work. 
The  Association  thus  endeavors  to  maintain  a  healthful, 
spiritual  and  missionary  atmosphere  in  the  Seminary. 

EXPENSES   AND  AID. 

The  Seminary  charges  students  no  fee  whatever — 
tuition,  use  of  library  and  of  furnished  rooms  being  en- 
tirely free.  Convenient  day  board  may  be  obtained  at 
from  $2.50  to  $3.50  per  week.  Washing  60  cents  per 
dozen.  The  charge  to  each  student  for  steam  heat  is 
$12.00,  and  for  gas  $4.00. 

Deserving  students,  whose  circumstances  require  it, 
receive  aid  to  a  limited  extent  from  the  scholarships  of 
the  Seminary  and  from  special  funds  contributed  for 
this  purpose.  Students  needing  aid  should  apply  first 
to  the  Board  of  Education  through  their  Presbyteries. 
If  the  Board's  scholarships  should  prove  insufficient  an 
additional  sum  may  be  granted  from  the  scholarship 
funds  of  the  Seminary.  Such  aid  will  be  given  only  to 
students  taking  the  full  course. 

SELF  SUPPORT. 

The  session  for  study  is  thirty-two  weeks  in  length. 
This  leaves  a  continuous  vacation  of  nearly  five  months, 
during  which  period  students  have  no  difficulty  in  finding 
useful  and   renumerative  employment   in  mission  work. 
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Stated  preaching,  during  the  term,  is  forbidden  by  tin- 
rules  of  the  faculty,  and  occasional  preaching  must  not 
interfere  with  required  Seminary  work. 

INCENTIVES    TO    SPECIAL   STUDY. 

THE   BERNADINE   ORME    SMITH    FELLOWSHIP. 

This  fellowship  was  founded  by  Col.  Dudley  C.  Smith 
of  Bloomington,  111.,  through  the  gift  of  $4,400.  The  in- 
come of  this  sum  is  awarded  biennally  to  the  student  who, 
in  the  judgment  of  the  directors,  has  attained  the  highest 
excellence  during  his  attendance  at  this  Seminary.  The 
directors  have  the  right,  however,  to  decide  that  no  can- 
didate has  earned  the  fellowship.  The  income  derived 
from  this  fellowship  for  two  years  is  sufficient  to  give  to 
the  successful  student  the  benefit  of  a  year  of  study  in 
some  foreign  or  home  institution  approved  by  the  faculty. 
The  next  award  of  the  fellowship  will  be  made  in  1903. 

THE   NETTIE  F.    MCCORMICK     FELLOWSHIP     IN     OLD    TESTA- 
MENT HEBREW. 

Through  the  liberality  of  Mrs.  Nettie  F.  McCormick 
a  fellowship  in  Hebrew  was  endowed  in  1901  to  the 
amount  of  $30,000,  the  interest  of  which  is  offered  annu- 
ally in  competition  to  the  senior  class.  The  aim  of  the 
fellowship  is  to  stimulate  deeper  acquaintance  with  the 
Scriptures  of  the  Old  Testament  and  to  encourage  orig- 
inal investigation. 

The  income  of  the  endowment  is  to  be  appropriated  on 
the  following  terms  and  conditions : 

1.  No  student  shall  be  eligible  who  has  not  been  a 
member  of  the  Seminary  and  of  the  same  class  for  the  two 
years  immediately  prior  to  graduation ;  nor  shall  any  stu- 
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dent  be  eligible  who  has  not  passed  satisfactory  examina- 
tions in  all  the  studies  of  the  regular  course. 

2.  The  fellowship  will  be  awarded  to  that  member  of 
the  senior  class  who  in  addition  to  passing  the  best  ex- 
amination upon  a  specified  portion  of  Hebrew,  previously 
assigned,  shall  write  the  best  thesis  upon  a  prescribed  sub- 
ject  within  the  range  of  the  Old  Testament  department; 
it  being  understood  that  the  examination  must  indicate 
niaiked  proficiency  in  the  Hebrew  language  and  that  the 
thesis  must  possess  real  merit. 

3.  The  thesis,  signed  with  pseudonym  only  and  type- 
written, must  be  presented  on  or  before  the  first  day  of 
March  prior  to  graduation,  the  examination  in  Hebrew 
being  held  ordinarily  about  the  fifteenth  day  of  the  same 
month. 

4.  The  successful  competitor  must  agree  to  prosecute 
without  postponement  his  studies  for  two  years  in  some 
institution  approved  by  the  faculty  either  in  this  Seminary 
or  abroad,  under  the  direction  of  the  faculty  and  to  their 
satisfaction,  reporting  to  them  semi-annually  upon  the 
course  of  study  pursued.  At  the  will  of  the  holder  a  por- 
tion of  the  time  period  for  which  the  fellowship  is  tenable 
may  be  devoted  to  travel  in  Bible  lands. 

5.  The  income  of  the  endowment  will  be  paid  semi- 
annually in  advance,  in  four  equal  installments,  beginning 
with  the  date  of  the  candidate's  graduation  from  the  Sem- 
inary. 

The  subject  of  the  thesis  for  the  year  1902-3  will  be:  "The 
Prophecies  of  Joel  with  Introduction  and  Commentary,"  and  the 
examination  in  Hebrew  will  be  upon  the  text  of  the  Book  of 
Joel,  together  with  Zech.  12-14,  Isa.  13  and  Ezek.  38  and  39. 

The  subject  for  the  thesis  for  the  year  1903-4  will  be:  "The 
fourteenth  chapter  of  Genesis  in  the  light  of  Archaeology  and 
Criticism,"  and  the  examination  will  be  upon  the  Hebrew  of  the 
Senior  year. 
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THE  T.    B.   BLACKSTONE   FELLOWSHIP   IN   NEW  TESTAMENT 

GREEK. 

This  fellowship  was  endowed  by  Mrs.  T.  B.  Blackstone 
in  1902  to  the  amount  of  $30,000.  The  interest  of  this 
sum  is  to  be  offered  annually  in  competition  to  the  senior 
class.  The  aim  of  the  fellowship  is  to  stimulate  a  better 
knowledge  of  the  Scriptures  of  the  New  Testament  and 
to  encourage  original  investigation. 

The  income  of  the  endowment  is  to  be  appropriated  on 
the  following  terms  and  conditions : 

1.  No  student  shall  be  eligible  who  has  not  been  a 
member  of  the  Seminary  and  of  the  same  class  for  the 
two  years  immediately  prior  to  graduation ;  nor  shall  any 
student  be  eligible  who  has  not  passed  satisfactory  exam- 
inations in  all  the  studies  of  the  regular  course. 

2.  The  fellowship  will  be  awarded  to  that  member  of 
the  senior  class  who  in  addition  to  passing  the  best  exam- 
ination upon  a  specified  portion  of  Greek,  previously  as- 
signed, shall  write  the  best  thesis  upon  a  prescribed  sub- 
ject within  the  range  of  the  New  Testament  department; 
it  being  understood  that  the  examination  must  indicate 
marked  proficiency  in  the  Greek  language  and  that  the 
thesis  must  possess  real  merit. 

3.  The  thesis,  signed  with  pseudonym  only  and  type- 
written, must  be  presented  on  or  before  the  first  day  of 
March  prior  to  graduation,  the  examination  in  Greek 
being  held  ordinarily  about  the  fifteenth  day  of  the  same 
month. 

4.  The  successful  competitor  must  agree  to  prosecute 
without  postponement  his  studies  for  two  years  in  some 
institution  approved  by  the  faculty  either  in  this  Semi- 
nary or  abroad,  under  the  direction  of  the  faculty  and  to 
their  satisfaction,  reporting  to  them  semi-annually  upon 
the  course  of  study  pursued.    At  the  will  of  the  holder  a 
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portion  of  the  time  period  for  which  the  fellowship  is 

tenable  may  be  devoted  to  travel  in  Bible  lands. 

5.  The  income  of  the  endowment  will  be  paid  semi-an- 
nually, in  advance,  in  four  equal  installments,  beginning 
with  the  date  of  the  candidate's  graduation  from  the  Sem- 
inary. 

The  subject  of  the  thesis  for  the  year  1902-3  will  be:  "The 
Date  and  Authorship  of  the  Pastoral  Epistles,"  together  with  the 
exegesis  of  these  epistles. 

The  subject  for  the  thesis  for  the  year  1903-4  will  be:  "The 
Second  Epistle  of  Peter  with  Introduction,"  together  with  the 
Exegesis  of  2  Peter  and  Jude. 


THE   BUILDINGS. 

The  Seminary  buildings  are  (1)  Ewing  Hall,  erected 
1863,  containing  thirty-five  rooms  for  students  and  read- 
ing room;  (2)  the  Chapel,  erected  1875,  containing  chapel 
and  two  lecture  rooms;  (3)  the  McCormick  Hall,  erected 
1884,  containing  seventy  suites  of  rooms  for  students, 
the  office  and  parlor;  (4)  the  Fowler  Hall,  erected  in 
1887,  containing  sixty-five  suites  of  rooms  for  students 
and  two  lecture  rooms;  (5)  five  houses  for  professors; 
(6)  the  Virginia  Libray,  erected  1894. 

The  students'  dormitories  are  provided  with  hot  and 
cold  water  on  every  "floor,  and  have  abundant  closet  and 
bath  room  facilities,  and  a  bowling  alley.  They  are  heated 
with  steam  and  lighted  with  gas,  for  which  the  student 
ocupying  a  room,  or  suite  of  rooms,  is  expected  to  pay 
an  aggregate  sum  of  $16.00  per  session.  Every  room  is 
completely  furnished,  so  that  the  student  is  at  no  expense 
for  furniture,  linen  or  toweling.  In  point  of  elegance  and 
comfort  and  completeness  of  appliances  these  buildings 
challenge  comparison.     It  is  believed  that  it  will  be  of 
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great  and  lasting  benefit  to  the  Church  if  her  candidates 
for  the  ministry  are  trained  for  their  work  amid  the  sur- 
roundings appropriate  to  cultured  living. 


THE  VIRGINIA  LIBRARY. 

A  new  and  most  elegant  library  building,  planned  and 
equipped  after  the  most  recent  approved  principles,  con- 
stitutes one  of  the  latest  gifts  of  Mrs.  Nettie  F.  McCor- 
mick  to  the  Seminary.  It  affords  the  best  facilities  for 
special  work  in  theological  study. 

The  library  consists  of  upwards  of  24,000  volumes,  and 
forms  a  choice  collection  of  theological  and  miscellaneous 
books,  well  adapted  to  the  wants  of  professors  and  stu- 
dents. The  valuable  collection  of  works  on  Old  Testa- 
ment Criticism  and  Exegesis  of  the  late  Professor  E.  C. 
Bissell,  was  bequeathed  by  him  to  the  Seminary,  and  is 
now  part  of  the  library.  Additions  are  being  constantly 
made  to  the  library.  Through  the  liberality  of  Mr.  Stan- 
ley McCormick  the  Seminary  will  be  able  to  add  largely 
to  its  present  equipment.  But  other  gifts  are  earnestly 
solicited. 


REMARKS. 

Rooms  are  drawn  at  the  close  of  the  session  by  those 
members  of  the  junior  and  middle  classes  who  desire  to 
change  their  rooms.  No  room  so  drawn  will  be  retained 
for  an  absent  student  longer  than  the  first  week  of  the 
ensuing  session ;  unless  within  the  week  the  faculty  shall 
receive  from  him  a  request  for  its  extension,  together  with 
a  statement  of  satisfactory  reasons  for  his  absence. 

Rooms  are  drawn  by  the  new  students  present  at  10 
a.  m.  on  the  opening  day  of  the  session.    Address  all  in- 
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quiries  to  the  secretary  or  any  other  member  of  the  fac- 
ulty. 

The  Seminary  at  1060  North  Halsted  Street,  between 
Fullerton  and  Belden  Avenues,  North  Side,  is  easily 
reached  by  the  Northwestern  Elevated  Road  to  the  Ful- 
lerton Avenue  station;  also  by  Lincoln  Avenue  cars  of 
the  North  Side  Cable  Road  or  Larrabee  Street  electric 
cars. 


BEQUESTS    AND    DONATIONS. 

The  corporate  name  of  the  Seminary  is :  "The  Trus- 
tees of  the  McCormick  Theological  Seminary  of  the  Pres- 
byterian Church." 

Bequests  and  donations  are  invited  to  found  scholar- 
ships to  aid  worthy  students,  increase  endowments  of 
professorships  and  library,  and  for  additional  buildings. 
To  each  donation  of  $5,000  the  trustees  offer  to  add  a  lot, 
and  thereby  to  secure  the  investment  of  the  same  in  a 
building  to  bear  the  donor's  name,  the  rental  of  which  will 
guarantee  an  income  of  from  eight  to  ten  per  cent  on  the 
original  gift.  The  sum  of  $1,500  will  endow  a  scholar- 
ship to  be  named  by  the  donor.
